Key System Awarded Fare Boost For 
Transbay and Local Transportation 


The State Public Utilities Com-| 


mission this week authorized the 
Key System to raise its rates for 
transbay and local transportation 
effective July 28. It marked the 
fifth rate increase which the Key 
System has received since the end 
of World War II. 

It is estimated that the gross 
revenue of the company will be 
increased by $1,740,000 a year. 

In authorizing the new rate 
schedule, the commission ruled 
that “the new fares are fully justi- 
fied in order to give the company 
a fair rate of return.” 

The application by the company 
for the fare increases had been 
bitterly contested by representa- 
tives of 11 East Bay cities and 
Alameda County.

WASHINGTON (LPA) — Manpower shortages in de- 
fense emergencies should be solved, not by a labor ‘“‘draft,”’ 
but by the intelligent use of available skills without fussing 


over non-productive factors such as race, creed, age or sex. 
That is the recommendation of the National Labor-Man- 
ae aaa 


agement Policy Committee, 


made up of 12 experts from 
labor and 12 from management, 
established under the Office of 
Defense Mobilization. 


Acting Defense Mobilizer John 
R. Steelman made public recently 
a list of 12 recommendations made 
by the committee, which is com- 
mended to employers everywhere. 
The committee said it is “opposed 
unequivocally” to any labor draft, 
saying, “We are convinced that 
the manpower job can be done 
through a voluntary manpower 
program such as is incorporated in 
this statement.”
